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The  Honorable  James  Wilson,  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  in  his  annual 
report  dated  November  29,  1902  (Yearbook  1902)  stated: 

I  have  approved  the  establishment  within  the  Bureau 
(Plant  Industry)  of  an  office  of  Farm  Management,  which 
shall  have  for  its  object  the  bringing  together  in  con- 
crete form  of  all  facts  developed  in  the  Bureau  as  a  whole, 
sifting  the  results,  and  applying  them  in  a  practical  way 
where  they  will  do  the  most  good.    To  enhance  the  value  of 
this  work  general  studies  have  been  inaugurated  in  the 
matter  of  securing  facts  regarding  the  way  in  which  the 
best  paying  farms  are  managed,  and  what  are  the  relation- 
ships of  surrounding  conditions, such  as  proximity  to 
markets,  ways  of  leasing  or  controlling  lands,  soils, 
and  climate,  and  the  methods  of  farming  followed. 

In  the  half  century  that  followed  this  modest  beginning  in  Farm  Management 
research  in  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  many  persons  have  con- 
tributed to  the  research  program.    The  size  of  this  contribution  may  be  measured 
roughly  by  the  Farm  Management  bulletins,  articles  and  releases  prepared  and 
published  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  by  cooperating 
State  Agricultural  Experiment  Stations  and  other  cooperating  agencies. 

From  its  beginning  in  1902  to  September  1918,  the  Office  of  Farm  Manage- 
ment was  under  the  capable  direction  of  Dr.  Vv.  J.  Spillman.    During  these  16 
years  the  status  of  the  office  was  as  follows:    Prior  to  July  1905  it  was  a 
part  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  and  its  publications  were  released  as 
contributions  of  that  Bureau.    Formal  organization  of  the  Office  of  Farm  Manage- 
ment as  a  division  of  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  became  effective  on  July  1,  1905, 
and  it  remained  as  such  until  June  30,  1915,  when  it  was  transferred  to  the 
Office  of  the  Secretary  as  an  independent  unit. 

On  March  8,  1919,  Dr.  H.  C.  Taylor  was  appointed  chief,  and  on  July  1  of 
that  year,  the  name  was  changed  to  the  Office  of  Farm  Management  and  Farm 
Economics.    July  1,  1921,  Dr.  G.  W.  Forster  was  made  Acting  Chief  of  the  Office 
of  Farm  Management  and  Farm  Economics  when  Dr.  Taylor  was  appointed  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates.    July  1,  1922,  the  office  was  merged  with 
the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates  in  forming  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics  in  which  the  farm  management  work  was  carried  on  in  the  Division  of 
Farm  Management,  H.  R,  Tolley,  in  charge,  and  in  the  Division  of  Cost  of  Produc- 
tion, R.  H.  Wilcox,  in  charge.    At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
192U,  these  two  divisions  were  consolidated  as  the  Division  of  Farm  Management 
and  Costs  with  M.  L.  Wilson  in  charge.    With  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Wilson, 
July  16,  1926,  H.  R.  Tolley  became  head  of  the  Division  and  remained  in  that 
position  until  his  appointment  as  Assistant  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics,  September  16,  1928.    Dr.  C.  L.  Holmes  was  appointed  head  of  the  work 
on  March  1,  1929,  which  position  he  held  until  1937  when  he  relinquished  leader- 
ship because  of  ill  health.    Dr.  Sherman  E.  Johnson  was  appointed  to  the  position 
on  October  1,  1937  and  remained  head  of  the  Division  until  January  7,  19U6  when 
he  became  Assistant  Chief  for  Production  Economics,  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics.    Carl  P.  Heisig  became  head  of  the  Division  on  January  30,  19U6. 
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The  publications  listed  herein  relate  to  farm  management  and  farm 
economics  and  were  published  during  the  period,  January  1,  19U0  to  December 
31,  1952 9    Those  that  were  published  previously,  or  from  1902  to  July  1, 
I9U0,  were  listed  in  a  similar  mimeograph  report  under  date  of  December  19U0. 

The  publications  and  articles  listed  are  based  (l)  on  studies  made  by 
the  farm  management  staff  3  (2)  on  studies  made  by  the  farm  management  staff 
in  cooperation  with  other  specialists  of  the  Bureau  and  of  the  Department; 
and  (3)  on  studies  made  in  cooperation  with  State  and  other  institutions 0 
The  list  includes  (l)  reports  and  speeches  printed  or  processed  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  by  the  .cooperating- States;  (2)  articles 
published  in  various  BAE  periodicals,  Yearbooks  of  Agriculture,  various 
periodicals  issued  by  the  State  Experiment  Stations,  outside  journals, 
proceedings  of  meetings,  and  newspapers;  and  (3)  statistical  compilations 
published  separately  or  in  the  Department 's  annual  "Agricultural  Statistics." 

The  list  may  not  be  complete,  but  it  is  very  nearly  so.    Some  of  the 
earlier  publications  are  out  of  print,  but  many  of  them  can  be  consulted 
in  the  larger  reference  libraries. 

Items  are  listed  under  the  year  in  which,  they  were  published.  For 
each  year  the  items  are  grouped  according  to  USDA  series  .(Farmers1  Bulletins, 
Technical  Bulletins,  and  so  forth)  BAE  periodicals,  Department  publications, 
outside  periodicals  and  journals,  BAE  processed  reports^  and  State  publications.
